Report of Library Trustees 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


During the past year the Library has served more people 
than ever before in its history. A special effort has been made 
to train children in the use of the Library and there has been 
increased co-operation between teachers and librarian. 

The problem of finding adequate shelf space for books is be- 
coming serious. All available room for stacks is now occu- 
pied and utilization of wall space around the stack room has 
been started. There is still room for additional shelves and 
more book cases can still be placed in the reading room. How- 
ever, in view of this condition a serious study of the future 
needs of the Library should be made and plans formulated for 
such an extension of the building as may best meet the require- 
ments of our growing town. 

On August 31st, through the courtesy of Mrs. Larz Anderson, 
the author, ‘“The Gold Madonna” was produced at the Town 
Hall under the direction of Mr. Thomas Rand. One hundred 
and seven dollars were realized for the purchase of books. 

Gifts to the Library include twenty-five dollars from the 
Darning Needle Club to be used toward equipping the chil- 
dren’s corner; ten dollars from the Every Other Tuesday Club 
for books; and the treasury balance of one dollar and twenty- 
six cents from the Seaside Literary Club. In the spring a 
flowering crab apple tree was planted back of the Library by 
the Every Other Tuesday Club in memory of Mrs. Jedidiah 
Rand. 

The evergreen planting in the front was improved by the 
addition of a yew tree. 

Your trustees announce with sincere appreciation the be- 
quest of one thousand dollars by the will of the late Mrs. Mary 
Waldron Varrell, the income from which trust fund shall be 
used for the purchase of books. ‘This bequest is to be known 
as the ‘‘Forest Clinton Varrell Fund.”

Report of Trustees of Trust Funds 


To the Citizens of Rye: 

The par value of the principal of the Dalton Fund as reported 
this year is $1,480.00 less than one year ago. ‘This is due to 
the completion of the financial reorganization of Saunders 
Apartments of which the fund held $1,500.00 first mortgage, 
six per cent. bonds, which have been in default ten years or 
more. The property was sold through foreclosure to a new 
corporation so that in place of the original bonds the trustees 
now hold fifteen shares of no par, voting trust certificates of 
Saunders Apartments, Inc. A first mortgage, six per cent. 
bond of W.F. Hall Printing Co., was called on November 15th, 
at $1,020.00, a premium of $20.00. ‘The net change in face 
value of the fund principal is thus $1,480.00. 

In previous reports your attention has been called to the 
trend of diminishing returns from investments. Each year 
one or more issues held by the trustees has been called and 
many savings banks now pay but two per cent. on deposits, 
involving a further reduction in income. ‘The Legislature of 
1939 amended Section 22, Chapter 42, Public Laws, so that 
trust funds may now be invested “‘in shares of any building and 
loan association or co-operative bank, incorporated and doing 
business under the laws of this state, or in the shares of any 
federal savings and loan association, located and doing busi- 
ness in this state,” as well as in the limited field previously 
allowed. This amendment may offer an opportunity to ob- 
tain a somewhat larger income return on some reasonable 
proportion of principal funds. Your trustees have the matter 
under consideration but as yet have made no investment in 
such shares. 

In July, 1935, the trustees purchased a field, of approximately 
ten acres, on Long John Road, primarily as a source of supply 
of loam for the improvement of the cemetery, paying therefor 
$400.00. The value of any loam or gravel from this field 
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used on town owned properties in the cemetery is credited 
to the Dalton Fund, the owner of the field, while any such 
material used on privately owned cemetery lots is sold to such 
lot owners or their representatives and appears as income. 
A limited amount of loam has been sold to Rye Beach Precinct, 
a political subdivision, and some 3700 yards of gravel to the 
State of New Hampshire. From date of purchase to January 
31, 1940, a total of $509.00 has been received by the Dalton 
Fund from such cash sales. 

A short piece of wall at the southern end of Parson’s Addi- 
tion to Central Cemetery has been constructed at a cost of 
$136.00. A small building has been built within the cemetery 
for waiting room purposes. ‘This building contains a chemical 
toilet. 

During 1939, many people expressed the opinion that the 
cemetery was being kept in better condition than in any previ- 
ous year. However, there are altogether too many lot owners 
who fail to keep their lots neat and attractive and who are 
making no arrangements for annual care. ‘The appearance 
of the cemetery as a whole depends upon the interest and co- 
operation of every individual owner. ‘To allow any lot to go 
through a season untrimmed and uncared for constitutes an 
injustice to all those owners who make an effort at proper main- 
tenance and a detraction to the reputation of the town.

The School Board respectfully submits the following report: 
During the summer of 1939 the roof of the school building was 
very carefully gone over, all loose slates were re-nailed and all 
broken ones replaced. ‘The inside woodwork was painted. 

Owing to the large increase in registration in September we 
found it necessary to separate the first and second grades and 
hire a new teacher for grade two. Miss Grierson, who had 
several years’ experience, and came to us highly recommended, 
has proved to be a fine addition to our teaching staff. During 
the Christmas vacation our Home Economics teacher was 
married and resigned Feb. 1. Her place has been filled by 
Miss Stomberg, a graduate of Massachusetts State College. 

We would heartily thank the Darning Needle Club for their 
gift of an eight-year subscription to 7 he National Geographic Maga- 
zine. Again we thank the Parent-Teachers’ Association for 
their fine co-operation in providing a new day-bed for the 
teachers’ room, for mugs and plates for the hot lunches, ice 
cream for the last day and candy for Christmas. 

We would express to the Red Cross our appreciation for their 
thoughtfulness in providing hot lunches for several under- 
weight children. Also we thank Mr. Ralph Newton for the 
new flag to replace the one whipped out by the wind. 

Our report would be incomplete without some mention of 
the lovely Christmas window decoration designed by the art 
teacher and made by the pupils under her supervision.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Rye: 

I herewith submit to you my tenth report as superintendent 
of your schools: 

The school population of Rye is increasing rapidly. When 
the school year of 1938-1939 began, the September enrollment 
was 139. Early in the year additional pupils began to enter 
until a total of twenty-four new members was added. ‘The 
September enrollment for the current year is 161. Previous 
to this year one teacher, with a part-time assistant, was able 
to do the work of the first and second grades. When fifty-four 
children for these two grades appeared, the first term of this 
year, a full-time teacher for each of the two grades was neces- 
sary. ‘There are now three teachers in charge of the first four 
grades with a fall enrollment of 87. If the intra-year increase 
of last year is duplicated these grades will soon be overcrowded. 
Sooner or later, there must be one teacher for each grade in Rye. 

In order that a school system shall be successful, it must have 
first, teachers who can and do teach the work assigned to them, 
and second, an adequate building and sufficient equipment. 
Your teachers are for the most part, teachers of experience with 
a varying number of years in the Rye schools. ‘The only in- 
experienced teachers have had at least four years in a teacher- 
training institution and came to us highly recommended. ‘Tests 
prove the excellence of their work. In no school that I know 
of are the teachers more eager to devote extra time and extra 
effort to the welfare of their charges. Added periods given 
to directing phvsical training, out of school hours devoted to 
clubs and plays—even trips taken during week-ends form but 
a part of the activities voluntarily undertaken. I wish now to 
return due thanks to them for their full measure of service 
rendered. 

The building and equipment in Rye has received favorable 
comment from other school boards who were planning new 
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buildings for their districts. ‘The ease with which the building 
can be rearranged for varied activities is a valuable asset. Few 
are the hours of the day when the gymnasium-auditorium is 
not in use—for physical training, for visual education, for as- 
semblies and for noon lunches. Such a program calls for 
much work on the part of the janitor. ‘That he does this cheer- 
fully and well is a great help in the administration of the build- 
ing. 
Teachers must have good material and equipment with 
which to work. As increasing and more accurate knowledge 
of the child’s mind becomes available, the methods of instruc- 
tion, the order of presentation of material and introduction of 
new subjects make necessary new equipment. In the smaller 
towns we are not financially able to discard old text-books and 
equipment until they are beyond use. The life of the average 
text-book in daily use is considered to be four and one-half 
years. Rye has done far better than that, since we are con- 
trolled by budget allotment. We have added to our text-book 
supply until we are now reasonably well equipped with readers, 
arithmetics, geographies and English books. It is in the prim- 
ary grades that we have taken especial care of reading. During 
the past year twelve different primers and first-grade books 
were read by the average first-grade pupil. We believe this a 
decided step in advance of the years when two or three was 
the rule. 

The employment of three special subject teachers is witness 
that Rye intends its pupils to have a complete education. Miss 
Janice Newton, as art instructor, is opening for our children 
new avenues of knowledge which will bring to them much 
pleasure in the future. The lessons learned in art class may 
very well be carried over into the fundamental subjects. 

Mr. Hawkins is again in charge of the music work. We all 
appreciate him as a fellow worker. He has the goodwill of 
pupils and teachers alike. 

The report of Mrs. Hay, our school nurse, is included here- 
with. It is an accurate recording of actual achievement. It 
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does not show the extra hours and added effort spent by her 
for the physical welfare of our children. 

The Rye Parent-Teacher Association is furnishing a common 
ground of acquaintance and understanding between teachers 
and parents. It should obtain the support of all friends of the 
school. Its influence can be strong for the welfare of our chil- 
dren in proportion as it is supported by the citizens. I bespeak 
the active support of all people interested in the future welfare 
of our town. 

At the meeting of the teachers of Union 21 held at Hampton 
on Feb. 7, 1940, Mr. Gray directed a group of talks dealing 
with the teaching of English in the upper grades and high school. 
So valuable did this period prove that it is planned to continue 
the work at a later time. 

The schools of this Union are co-operating with the Surplus 
Commodities Distribution by placing at the disposal of our 
pupils such products as may be delivered to us. While the 
time of delivery and the kinds of produce are not uniform, the 
fruit received in each school has proven of value. Oranges, 
apples, grapefruit juice, peaches, etc., can always be used. We 
shall continue this service as long as it is available. 

With a successful staff of teachers, a well-equipped building 
and a loyal citizenry, the schools of Rye must be good schools. 
You, as a board, have been generous of your time for the wel- 
fare of the pupils. For your help to each of us working in 
these schools, I wish to express my thanks.
